MethodsDescribed 
By Noted Expert 

Modern Applications^ Ex- 
plained in Some Detml 
fpHE 'U.s; air-conditioning ex- 
pert, Mr. W. R.*^ Fleisher deliv- 
ered a lecture oh alr-condltlontag 
lost night at the Engineering In- ^ 
stltute. He spoke about the differ- 
ences ta requhemente for ahr-con- 
dltloning between- U. S. A. and 
Canada. 

The . speaker opened his diacus- 
slon with his own definition of air- 
conditioning, a definition which 
has been accepted by all eminent 
ventilation experte and which is 
now' officially recognized In the 
dictionaries today. Air-condition- 
ing is the, simultaneous control of 
temperature, htimidity,.^afld . air- 
movement. Mr. Fleisher stressed 
the fact that conditions in a cham- 
ber wlilch* would seem to be com- 
fortable to a few, persons 'wouM 
upon- the addition of more indivi- 
duals, become extremely uncom- 
fortable.
